One provision of especial interest is 
that"therc shall be a county teachers’ 
library in each county of the Copi- 
nlonwealth, to lie kept under the 
care and in the office ottlie county 
sii|>erintenileut, tor the exclusive use 
and benefit the teachers ol the coun- 
ty.” Collections for the purpose are 
taken at each annu.il institute. The 
county superintendent, as chairman, 
and two persons elected by the insti- 
tute constitute a library committee, to 
select books and manage the library. 

Kd. Porter Thompson, State Su- 
perintendent ot Public Instruction, 
who is a wide-awake, progressive 
educator, is making every effort to 
have this library idea bear the best 
possible fruit. It is an idea that de- 
serves cultivation. With very little 
trouble or expenses good reference 
library can he gradually accumulated 
in each county.

The State ot Kentucky has voted 
in no less than twenty-six Presiden- 
tial elections. An analysis of these 
votes will show that seveu of them 
were cast for candidates whose opin- 
ions on the Tariff were doubtful, or 
whose platforms on the question were 
either silent, for meidental’Protectiou, 
were straddles or as in 1802 for Free 
Trade, while nineteen times the State 
has cast her vote for pronounced 
Protectionists.

RUN THROUGH BY A SWORDFISH 

A Vctstl Strangely Damaged in the 
Gulf of California. 

Tho l arkcntine C. C. Funk, In 
port ut Port Townsend from Santa 
Rosalia, Mexico, hud an unusual and 
exciting experience in tho Gulf of 
California with a ■ word fish. Tho 
vessel was going south with a cargo 
of merchandise from Sun Francisco, 
ami was speeding along at a nine- 
knot rate when it was nolieed that 
the sea was greatly disturbed. Tho 
water seemed to boil as though some 
big animal was racing through it at 
u tremendous rate of speed. The of- 
ficers were unable to account for the 
strange phenomenon, and watched 
the unu.-ul scene in amazement. 

Suddenly the burst. nliiic received 
sa.'h a sever.' simek that every man 
on board was carried from his feet. 
For un instant th' vessel was ar- 
rested In h**r progress, stopped still, 
quivered like a wounded animat, and 
then slowly got under way. The of- 
o Mil- fleers and crew gated at one another 
tontpci.en in blank uiuaxeineut, surmising that u 
lid te tor submarine volcano had burst through 
ha* Wav IhlboUnofllM BM nd that the 
B Mont- vessel had struck a rock. (’apt. 
L I have Glazier was unable to acenunt for the 
thit the strange adventure until he arrived 
at .Santa Rosaliu, where the vessel 
was discharged and her hull exam- 
ined. 

In the hold of the ship, sticking 
through the timbers, protruded the 
extreme end of a fish’s sword. About 
four inches was broken off with a 
sledge hummer, and is now preservtsl 
on board us n trophy of the occa- 
sion. The uiiimu! had evidently mis- 
taken the hull of the barken Mno for 
a whale, and was bent on tuking its 
life. The sword struck the hurken- 
tineon the starboard side, at a point 
below the water line, beneath tho 
fore chat n plates, penetrating a five- 
inch plank aud one of the ship's tim- 
bers, where it was broken, the fish 
leuving about eighteen inches of his 
wcu|X'ii sticking iu t be vessel’s side. 
Sonic water came through the h|»t- 
ture, and it was necessary to calk 
up the hole. 

Capt. Glazier says that it was the 
most remarkable adventure that ho 
over experienced at sea, und that 
the (ish must have been of immense 
size to have so greatly disturbed tho 
sea and to have stria k the vessel 
with HL'cli tremendous force as to 
have driven its sword through a com- 
paratively new vessel's side. — Seat- 
tle Post-ill iel I igencer.

"During carnival time in some 
parts of South America," said E. I,. 
Osman, of New Orleans, to the St.

In the year 1853 lie joined the 
Christian Church, and at the time 
of his death he was a member of this 
church at Fordsville. 

He participated in the obsequies 
of Henry Clay at Ashland. 

Captain Gaines was a Royal Arch 
Mason, but for many years he has 
demitted as such. 

He was a man widely known for 
his hospitality and Christian acts. He 
was engaged in public business of 
some kind until about five years ago, 
when lit retired from active business 
pursuits and took a deep interest in 
his church affairs. 

He was an ardent Republican and 
spoke with pride of having voted tor 
both, W. II. Harrison and his grand- 
son, Benjamin, for President. He 
was successful both times. 

He died of (lux at 6 o'clock a. m., 
Sunday August 1 2th, 1894, aged 8t 
years, five months and twenty days. 

On the morning of the 13th, after 
services at his church, the Masonic 
Fraternity laid him to rest in the 
Fordsville Cemetery by the side of 
his wife, who preceded him on Sep- 
tember 26th, 1877.
